DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1 5 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
In claim 1 , 53, 54, 58, 59 it is not clear if each of the steps of determining, transmitting, updating and 
generating are automated steps. Are these steps being executed without manual intervention? 
Claim 1 is also confusing with respect to then step of comparing. It is not clear if the updating step further 
limits the comparing step or is the updating step is an additional step. Clarification is requested. 
The language of claim 6 is awkward. Please amend to "wherein the trading item is a security". 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all obviousness 

rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found in a 
prior Office action. 

Claims 53-55 and 60-63 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over. 
SWAT System documentation. 

The documentation describing the SWAT System was discussed in the previous office action. 
The prior art fails to teach of updating the one or more inside quotes in response to a crossed condition. 
The Examiner takes official notice that exchanges are required by SEC regulators to update inside quotes 
having that are in a locked or crossed condition. It would have been obvious for one skilled in the art at 
the time to have combined these teachings as motivated by the need to meets regulatory requirements.
